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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 8, the applicant argues that claims 7 
and 9 of the current application and claims 1 and 3 of the 788 application are not coextensive in scope. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The examiner asserts that the claims from both of the applications are coextensive in scope. On page 8, the applicant argues 
that Baker fails to disclose or suggest the novel invention of transmitting information about a second sensor's belief state to a first sensor 
in an intrusion detection system, where the belief state indicates a state of a system resource or service and adjusting a prior belief state 
of the first sensor based at least in part on the second sensor's belief state, as claimed in applicant's independent claims 1, 4 and 5. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The second sensor can transfer network traffic information or security information to a first sensor. The 
first sensor can configure itself based on the information received from the second sensor. On page 9, the applicant argues that Baker 
does not teach, show or suggest sensors that maintain a belief state indicating a state of a system resource or service. The examiner 
asserts that in neither claims 1 , 2, 4 or 5 is it claimed that sensors maintain a belief state indicating a state of a system resource or 
service. On page 10, the applicant argues that Bristol fails to disclose or suggest the novel invention of organizing alerts into classes by 
evaluating a similarity between a new alert and an existing class of alerts, including adjusting or updating an expectation that feature 
values of the new alert and feature values of the existing alert class will match, as claimed in applicant's independent claims 6, 7 and 9. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. Bristol discloses sending out messages for new alerts. The alerts are arranged in a particular order 
for the user. All the alerts in the list are updated and compared with previous entered alerts. On page 1 1 , the applicant argues that Bristol 
does not teach defining a new alert class if a newly generated alert does not correspond to an existing alert class. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Bristol discloses creating new alert lists for unknown alerts. 
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
